Caught in the fever grip of another 
heavyweight championship battle, New 
York fussed and spluttered tonight, 
predicted and argued, bullied and 
fought for tickets—and waited rest- 
lessly for Jack Sharkey’s  15-round 
duel. with Max Schmeling in the Yan- 
kee stadium tomorrow night. 


Not since the late Tex Rickard, 
master of the ballyhoo, has usually 
blase Manhattan gone so completely 
for a championship struggle. There 
wasn't a seat to be bought tonight in 
the $13.65 and the $5 sections of the 
huge ball park. The ringside benches 
were sold out solid as far back as 60 
rows in some choice sections, and 
loiterers were gathering around the 
stadium to head the seekers after the 
22,000 $2 pasteboards that go on sale 
tomorrow morning. 

From a mediocre start, the ordinary 
interest, the international battle has 
mushroomed in the past few days into 
the biggest drawing card since Jack 
Dempsey, under Rickard’s expert ma- 
nipulation, fired the imagination of 
the faithful and drew them in swarms 
to the battlefields. Only the mod- 
erate scale of prices—from $2 to 
$26.25 tops—has prevented tomorrow’s 
offering from scaling dizzy financial 
heights. 

The gross gate seems certain to 
reach $750,000, a record beaten only 
by Rickard with Dempsey in tue fea- 
tured gladiator's role. The crowd is 
expected to number 70,000, at much 
higher prices. Dempsey and Luis 
Firpo set the New York record for 
receipts at $1,188,800 in 1923 and 
the man mauler’s knockout of Shar- 
key in 1927 drew in $1,083,000, Since 
then the “take” has rarely topped the 
$500,000 mark. Gene Tunney and 
Tom Heeney fought the last heavy- 
weight championship battle here in 
1928 before $600,000 worth of cus- 
tomers. :

QUALIFICATION LIMIT 
SUGGESTION EXPLAINED 


The action of the state democratic 
executive committee in suggesting to 
senatorial and county democratic ex- 
ecutive committees to fix June 3 as 
the last date for the qualification of 
candidates for the September primary 
elections, was advisory rather than 
mandatory, G. E. Maddox, chairman 


of the state committee, said in a state- 
ment issued Wednesday. 

Mr. Maddox expressed the opinion 
that the senatorial And county demo- 
eratic organizations have the right 
to fix their own dates for closing en- 
tries, and assessments for candidates. 


His statement follows: 

During the past several days several in- 
quiries have been submitted to me as to 
the right of a senatorial or county demo- 
cratic executive committee to fix a dif- 
ferent date than June 8 for the closing of 
entries in races for the state senate and 
house of representatives: and in one or two 
instances where a senatorial committee has 
fixed one date and a county committee 
another date, and in such cases which 
would control. 

In the rules and regulations adopted by 
the state democratic executive committee, 
no assessment was levied upon candidates 
for congress, state senate or members of 
the Georgia house of representatives, and 
the concluding sentence of Rule 11 is as 
follows: 

„The county senatorial and congressional 
committees shall levy such assessments as 
to them may seem proper on candidates 
net assessed by the state committee, which 
assessments mast be paid on or before the 
date which may be fixed by such com- 
mittee.”’ 

After the adoption of the rules by the 
state committee at its last meeting, a mo- 
tion was made and adopted directing the 
chairman to advise the chairmen of each 
county committee that it was the. view 
ot the state committee that June 3 should 
be fixed as the closing date for candidates 
to quality in all races. This letter was 
sent out by the chairman of the state 
committee. In view of the positive provi- 
sion in the rules as Above set forth, con- 
strue the subsequent action of the state 
committee as advisory rather than manda- 
tory. It is my opinion that the power rests 
in a senatorial committee to fix the as- 
sessment and tpe date by which the same 
should be paid by all candidates for the 
state senate, and that this would take 
precedence over the action of a ‘county 
committee. 

In cases where there is no senatorial com- 
mittee, and the rotation plan is followed for 
the selection of a senator, it is my opinion 
that the county committee should fix the 
assessment and date for payment thereof. 

In any esse where the senatorial or coun- 
ty committees have failed to act, I want 
to urge that they meet and make suitable 
provisions for 2 primary their re-

explained to members of the first 
healtheade here by Dr. C. O. Rainey, 
commissioner of health. 

It was in Mitchell county that T. 
D. Haynie discovered that paris green 
could be used to kill larvae of the 
anopholes mosquito and it was in a 
pond near here that the first experi- 
ments were made. 

Haynie was about te demonstrate 
several species of mosquito larvae 
here and opened a can of paris green 
to see what it looked like. A gust 
of wind blew some of the dust into 
the cup containing the l 
when the demonstration was called 
the mosquitoes were dead. . 

After several years of experiments 
in which the United States govern- 
ment has taken part, paris green has 
heen found effective as a poison for 
anopholes larvae, because malaria 
mosquitoes always 
the water in which they breed. 

Paris. green mixed with 90 per cent 
of lime dust is sprayed on the ponds 
and the lime sinks hile the paris green 
remains on the surface. 

Dr. Rainey told the healthcade that 
no white child has died in Camilla 
from a communicable disease in seven

: Drainage Wells Inspected. 

Inspection of Mitchell countys 
drainage wells was a feature of the 
stay at Camilla. One well, it was 

inted out, drains a large area when 
t is properly located. Through these 
wells the water drains from the sur- 
face into subterranean channels and 
passes on.

CHATHAM ARTILLERY 
BORN 153 YEARS AGO 


SAVANNAH, Ga,, June 11.—(/)— 
The official date of the birth of the 
Chatham artillery, famous command 
of Savannah, has been authenticated 
by Adjutant General Robert L. Col- 
lins, of the United States army, as of 
1777, one year after the beginning of 
the War for American Independence, 
thus giving it official rank as one of 
the country’s very oldest commands. 

The Chathams are now a part of 
the 118th field artillery, National 
Guard of Georgia, and have had con- 
tinnous service since organization. 
This, in all probability, makes it the 
oldest command in actual army serv- 
ice in the country. 

Interesting is the authorization of 
the adjutant general that the 118th 
field artillery use a selected coat 
of arms, the first time in the military 
history of Savannah that a military 
unit or organization has been granted 
a coat of arms by the United States 
war department. It gives the 118th 
field artillery a marked standing 
among national guard units of the 
country. 

A new regimental standard has now 
been authorized, bearing the coat of 
arms and three war streamers, These 
streamers include one for the Revo- 
lutionary War, for the War of 1812 
and for the World War. ‘Two others 
will be sought—the Spanish-American 
War and the Mexican War. 

General Collins’ official order of 
authorization for the regiment shows 
the births of commands formerly in 
the first Georgia infantry, some of 
which are now in the 118th field artil- 
lery—Republican Blues, 1809;. Irish 
Jasper Greens, 1842; German Volun- 
teers, 1845; Oglethorpe Light In- 
ti 1856, and Savannah Cadets,

The plan has been devised as a 
guide whereby all the state unions 
may work with concerted effort to- 
ward a common aim. If Georgia is 
to compete for- the award offered by 
the southern union it is necessary 
to adopt this plan as the other states 
are doing. ‘The recommendation as 
presented by Mrs. McMahon was 
adopted unanimously. 

An address by Dr. James W. Mer- 
ritt, executive secretary of the Geor- 
gia Baptist convention, was the out- 
standing program event of Wednes- 
day morning. The financial aim of 
the 415,000 Baptists in Georgia for 
the present fiscal year is $600,000. 
This goal would not be difficult to 
reach if each church of the state 
would bear its proportionate part. But 
of the 2,433 Baptist churches in the 
state more than 800 contribute noth- 
ing to the support of the co-operative 
program, The Woman's Missionary

He was one of the first three 
naval officers to take up flying after 
the navy had officially sanctioned the 
nirplane and nee ap as fighting ad- 
juncts. After bis graduation from | 
Annapolis in September, 1906 he | 
served at sea until the spring of 1911. | 
Previously, however—in November, | 
1910—he applied for aviation instruc- | 
tion and late in the spring of 1911 
began his training under no less an 
authority than Glenn Curtiss. In 
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August, 1911. he qualified as an avia- 
tor and in September of that year 
was ordered to Annapolis, where an 
aviation camp was established and 
the instruction of other naval offi- 
cers begun.

where he continued training and de- 
velopment work in aviation. During 
1912 several things occurred in his 
line of duty as aeronautical officer. 
First was the accident that resulted 
in the adoption by the government of 
the safety belt for fliers and passen- 
gers. It was on June 20 that the 
pioneer atiation officer. flying as a 
passenger-instructor with an ensign 
named Billingsley. nearly lost his life. 
The ensign was killed when a sudden 
dive of the plane threw him from the 
cockpit and Commander Towers was 
seriously injured when the machine 
erashed with him from au altitude of 
1,700 feet. 

Sustained Flight Record. 


Secondly, he established during the 
fall of that year a world record for 
sustained flight of seaplanes and an 
American record for endurance in any 
type of ship when he flew for six 
hours and 10 minutes in a Curtiss sea- 
plane.

Upon the establishment of the division 
of aviation in operations, he was or- 
dered to duty as assistant director of 
naval aviation and continued in that 
duty until February, 1919, when he 
was ordered to duty in charge of the 
proposed trans-Atlantic flight with 
NC seaplanes. He commanded this 
flight, which was made in May, 1919. 

Ordered to Paeifie Fleet. 

In the autumn of 1919, Commander 
Towers was ordered to duty as the 
executive officer of the U. S. S. Aroo- 
stook and senior aide to confmander 
aircraft squadrons, Pacific fleet. He 
continued duty in various capacities 
in that organization until November. 
1921, when he was ordered as execu- 
tive officer at the navel air station. 
Pensacola. In February, 1923, he was 
ordered to duty as assistant attache 
for aviation to the embassies at Lon- 
don, Paris, Rome and Berlin and the 
legation at The Hague. He continued 
this duty until September. 1925. when 
he returned to the United States and 
was ordered almost immediately as 
a member of the court of inquiry on 
the Shenandoah, which duty he con- 
tinued until December of that year. 
He then proceeded to the west coast 
| for duty as executive officer of the 

U. S. 8. Langley and in January, 
1927. was placed in command of that 
vessel, which duty he continued un- 
til August, 1928, when he was ordered 
to the bureau of aeronautics. 

Cautain Towers’ career in the navy 
entailed numerous promotions. In 
February, 1908, he was given the 
rank of ensign and three years later, 
in February, 1911, was made junior 
grade lieutenant. In June of the 
same year he was made senior lieu- 
tenant and in July, 1917. was made 
lieutenant commander. He was pro- 
moted to commander in June, 191K 

Among the medals he has received 
for distinguished service are the spe-
